For the past three years Lawrence 
Dunford, Antioch Township High 
school student and a member, of the 
Future Fanners of America, has 
been working on his "Master Poultry 
Farm" at Salem, Wis., to produce a 

.satisfactory cross, in which he finally 
succeeded this year. He plans to 
place his chicks on the market next 
spring. 

He was greatly interested to learn 
through on article in the December, 

1 1943, Country Gentleman magazine 
that Horace Dryden, operator of (he 

(Dryden Poultry Breeding Farm at 

! Modesto, Calif., has for seven years 

.been working on the combination of 

(characteristics from the same two 

I breeds, and had also brought his ex- 
periments to completion this year. 

I Body Types Differ 

Dunford and Dryden have, how- 
ever, produced two different types of 
fowl. 

That secured by Dunford is, to all 
appearance, a "Barred Leghorn," 

I while that developed by Dryden ap- 
parently tends to resemble the Barred 
Rock more strongly in its general 
contour. 

Dryden secured his - chickens 
through a direct crossing of White 
Leghorns and Barred Rocks. Dryden 
employed a third, bantam cross. 

He states that the weights of his 
newly developed breed of chickens 
are approximately: 

I Pullet, 4 pounds; cockerel, 6 
pounds; hen, 6 pounds, rooster, 8-9 

, pounds. 

The eggs, he states, have proved 
about 90 per cent hatchable. 

| Dunford, who is 15 and in his 
sophomore year at high school, has 
been working with poultry for the 
past six years. The Future Farmers 
chapter of which he is a member has 
won many poultry and livestock 
awards at fairs and exhibitions. C. 
L. Kutil is its advisor and instructor. 
Combines- Traits 

| Dunford states that he believes the 
stream-lined breed of poultry he has 
developed may soon be a leading egg- 

i producer on many farms. 

•'While it has the Leghorn body 

j type, it is less inclined to cannibalism 
and more ' manageable," , he states, 

."with less wildness than we have in 

; the White Leghorn. .It appears to be 
a fast-maturing bird, quick-feathering 
and quick in growth. It appears to 
combine the various characteristics 
farmers have asked for, and I shall 
feel happy to v have the honor to give 
them the type of bird they want when 
I release my young stock next year. 
"The eggs are white, althouth some 
of them are a little dull in shade, and 
should be readily marketable. The 
meat quality, seems to resemble the 
Barred Rock."

Village Gossip All Clinical 

A conversational tour of the main 
business section of thc village would 
read like a clinical report of victims, 
ex-victims and victims-apparent of the 
flu. 

It is believed, however, that thc 
peak of the epidemic is past here. 
Residents of .the .community arc be- 
ing urged, however, to use care in 
securing a sufficient amount of rest, 
and to wear adequate clothing, and 
take all precautions to endeavor to 
avoid catching thc disease and to pre- 
vent relapses after recovery. 

Antioch at present has the services 
of only two resident phvsicians. Dr. 
R. D. Williams, who Is also health of- 
ficer, and Dr. I. L. Breakstone. Drs. 
D. N. Deering, A. N. Berke and A. P. 
Bratrude, M. D.'s, are all in service 
with the U.S. Army. Dr. W. W. War- 
riner, veteran Antioch physician, 
passed away some time prior to the 
opening of hostilities. Recently, Dr. 
W. A. Biron, chiropractor, was called 
into the service of the Navy, and is 
stationed at Great Lakes. 

Capt. Deering is at Camp Haan, 
Calif.; Capt. Berke, who was attached 
in turn to several units which have 
left for overseas service, is convalesc- 
ing at Harmon General hospital, 
Longview, Texas, from an operation; 
Cant. Bratrude is at McCloskey Gen- 
eral Hospital, Temple, Texas.

As of October 1, all commercially baked white bread 
must contain more thiamine, niacin, iron and rifoilavin 
under the provisions of Food Distribution Order No. 1. 
Thus the loaf has undergone a new dietectical jug- 
gling to assure consumers an adequate supply of war- 
time nutrients. 

It's still, no doubt, a good loaf— if the governmen- 
tal specifications arc being lived up to by the "sponge" 
mixers— but wouldn't it be swell to go back to the good 
old days when you sat by the corner window in the 
kitchen on baking days impatiently waiting for Maw 
to open the oven door and draw out those six or eight 
loaves of Manna from Heaven? 

Maw didn't know the chemical contents of the 
loaves— or what vitamins were absent or present, for 
that was before the days of synthetic living; but she 
did know the marvelous treat that one slice of a fresh 
loaf and the thick slice of unrationed country butter 
could create for a small boy's (or girl's) palate— or 
the spread might have been half a glass of blackberry 
jelly (remember, Maw?) that the errant lad had gath- 
ered in that vanished thicket just beyond that grove 
where the mourning doves had nested! 

Well .... even in these hectic days we can dream 
. . . can't we? . . . yes, we can dream and remember . . 
and so across the years, we see Maw's face once more 
on baking day. That beautiful face (recall, George 
Hunter?) was a gleaming red ... and beaming. Of 
course, earlier in the morning you knew that it was 
baking day. for there was the extra wood to fetch from 
the pile behind the summer kitchen. And somehow or 
other, no matter what the attractions may have been 
on other days, you always managed to squeeze into that 
kitchen snug behind the stove when the aromatic odor, 
stealing away from the oven, reached out into the vacant 
lot where you've been fashioning a Swiss Family Robin- 
son retreat in the lower branches of a giant elm . . . the | 
loaves . . . they are out of the oven, now . . Maw is 
wiping them quickly with a buttered cloth. . . . she steps 



into the pantry for a moment . . . quickly you move 
with furtive step to touch those loaves and they are 
hot to touch. May is back now . . . and she is saying, 
"No, you have to wait 'til they cool." 

But they never really cooled, Maw, you know that. 

And up the years still comes the fragrance of their 
odor ... and that beam of light that lit your under- 
standing face. The oven door is standing open. The 
last of its released fragrance sweeps into even the sit- 
ting room . . . you're having difficulty with the jelly 
glass top . . . imperishable memory of life! A remem- 
brance which, because of its hallowedness fortifies us 
as we face the illusions— and illusiveness— of the modi-

Often we tend to forget that our fighting men over- 
seas get the unvarnished news from home through 
newspapers, magazines, and radio— and that they re- 
act to it just as we do. This is as it shoidd be, for they 
are citizens, not militarists, at heart. 

For too long the news from home has been dis- 
heartening—strikes. Washington squabbles, food crises, 
etc.. etc. "" All the more urgent, then, that we promptly 
get to them now a large shipment of good news— on 
a subject uppermost in their minds: Postwar Jobs! 

Forceful action to implement the reemployment 
of ex-servicemen has just been taken by the National 
Association of Manufacturers— representing the em- 
ployers of about 80 per cent of workers employed in 
manufacturing industry. 

Its board of directors in a resolution directed at all 
employers, small and large, both in and out of industry, 
urges that every etTort be made at once to provide suit- 
able jobs for our fighters who already are being honor- 
ably discharged for wounds or illness resulting from 

service. 

Speaking specifically to "every personnel director, 
every foreman, every superintendent, every manager." 
the N. A M. governing board points out that the job- 
provided should take into account the veterans' dis- 
abilities and conform to their physical condition. 

It must be realized, however, the directors empha- 
size, that '"this objective cannot be obtained in full 
where rigid seniority rules prevail, without the pa- 
triotic and sympathetic cooperation of organized labor 

Immediate co-operation with governmental and 
private agencies "in all problems related to the prompt 
securing of jobs for all released veterans" is recom 
mended by its board to the N. A. M., which is planning 
a comprehensive panel study on the rehabilitation ->{ 
wounded war veterans at the forthcoming War Congre .- 
of American Industry.

It will be a replica 
of the snug Tyrolean manors niched 
in the Austrian Alps.

The Trapps came to America as 
refugees after the Nazis had-" gob- 
bled Austria. The baron, who com- 
manded the Austrian Mediterranean 
submarine fleet in the First World 
war, was requested by the Nazis to 
',&y the Swastika from his ancestral 
castle. He demurred, said he pos- 
eessed no flog and could not afford 
to buy one. 

The Gestapo came through with 
dispatch, and presented him with the 
: black Nazi hooked-cross against a 
; silken banner background of red and 
white. The family immediately 
burned it. Baron Von Trapp ex- 
plained to the Gestapo that the flag 
i colors conflicted with the castle col- 
or scheme. At the same time the 
family prudently packed its bags 
and prepared for exile. 

Find Happiness. 
With none of the pomp or quiet 
service of their old-world home, the 
Trapps have found added happiness 
in serving themselves. In addition 
to carpentry, masonry and digging 
wells, the family is busily farming 
•their 600-acre farm, eating the prod- 
uce and marketing the surplus. They 
make their own butter and cheese 
and have a tempting cellar of home- 
canned farm products on hand to 
guard against winter and rationing.

RUSSIA: 

Keep Ukrainian Grip 

Holding their grip on the western 
Ukraine, German forces struck back 
nt the Russians to retake the vital 
rail hub of Korosten in their slow 
drive on Kiev. ' 

Capture of Korosten gave the Ger- 
mans their second important com- 
munications point in the region, the 
rail center of Zhitomir having pre- 
viously fallen. Both centers are situ- 
ated on Russia's last north-south rail 
line, and also command lines run- 
ning west into prewar Poland. 

As the Germans increased their 
pressure on the rich rural province 
of Kiev which they have always fan- 
cied, thev pulled their lines in to the 
north, approximately 300,000 Nazis 
reportedly retiring from Gomel. As 
thev fell back, the Reds tried futile- 
lv to seal off their escape corridor. 
* In the Crimea which commands 
the Black Sea. the Axis were report- 
ed withdrawing Rumanian troops, 
thousands already having been evac- 
uated. 

CIVILIAN SITIM.IKS: 
Picture Brightening 

In a move which it deemed as 
protection against shortages of ma- 
terials essential to the prosecution 
of the war. the army put huge stocks 
of surplus materials on sale, while 
the otllce of civilian requirements 
granted repair men larger alloca- 
tions of metals. 

Issuance of catalogs to guide 
manufacturers in bidding for the 
goods reveals that sales will include 
a variety of items ranging from 
hammers to buckles. 

From the 830th army air force 
specialized depot in Memphis. Tenn., 
catalogs listed such salable ma- 
terial as fuel pumps, refueling fun- 
nels, drain cans, lubricators, manu- 
al and hydraulic jacks, and preci- 
sion tools for carpenters, plumbers 
and machinists. 

Under the cilice of civilian require- 
ments ruling, electricians, plumbers, 
blacksmiths, radio, upholstery and 
farm machinery repair shops are 
permitted to buy up to 20 tons of 
carbon and alloy steel; 500 pounds 
of copper and brass products, and 
200 pounds of aluminum :n certain 
forms. Once scarcer than a hen's 
tooth, copper wire will be available 
for limited use.
